Lonpbon, September 12 —'The fol'ow- 
ing Russian builetins effectually dis- 
pose of the wild stories about the cap-~- 
ture of Plevna, afloat in Vienna and 
Bucharest since Sunday : 

Russian Headquarte s,  Paredin, 
September 10, 8:40 a.m.—Our bat- 
teries cannonaded Plevna all Sunday.

AN APPALLING SCENE IN THE 
BNGLISH CHANNEL.

A New Zealand Bound Vessel Col 
lides with the Fause’, for New York 
—Ninety-Six Lives Lost. 


Lonpvon, September 12. —Information 
ofaterrible disaster in the English 
channel has just been received. The 
British ship Avalanche, Captain Wil- 
liams commanding,—ieft Loni!on on 
September 4th for New Z+aland—col- 
lided with the British ship Faust, com- 
manded by Captain Lockhart, from 
London for New York, off Portland 
and both vessels foundered. 


NINETY-SIX PERSONS WERE DROWNED, 


The Faust was in ballast and a crew 
numbering twenty-one. Captain Lock 
hart, and the chief mate and seven 
others were saved. The Avalanche had 
a crew of twenty-two and fifty passen 
gers. The third officer and the second 
seaman were the only ones saved. 

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS. 

Lonpon, September 12.— Additional 
particulars of the collisioa in the chan 
nel hetween the ships Faust and Ava- 
lance: The Faust struck the Ava- 
lanche between the main and mizzen-~ 
mast, nearly cutting her intwo. The 
latter sunk immediately. The Faust, 
though utterly wrecked, kept afluat an 
hour ortwo. There were three boats 
launched from her, only one of which 
has yet been saved. It contained the 
twelve persons already mentioned as 
saved. One boat has washed ashore, 
and also several bodies. It is feared 
the other boat is lost. The Avalanche 
had 62 passengers, 17 second class, and 
20 third class, mostly colonists. The 
accident occurred at half past nine last 
night seven miles off Portland.

Lesterday’s Proceediugs of the Long

Editors Conatitution: I observed an 
editorial in Thr ConstiruTION, some 
days ago, upon the nature of the sub~« 
jects that wonld probably engage the 
attention of congress during the com-~ 
ing extra session. You appear to think 
that the action cf the late electoral 
commission, aud the official tenure of 
President Hayes would iake precedence 
of all other questions, and that those 
topics would ve discussed in all their 
bearings, and, indeed, occupy tbe body 
for the greater portion of tne session. 

For one, | hope you are wrong in 
this essay at prophecy, and for the fol- 
lowing reasous : 

In the first place, it would be a profit- 
less discussion, a useless consumption 
of the time and money of the country, 
without anv compensating good. W hat- 
ever we may think of Mr. Hayes’ title 
to the ottice, he is the president, fully 
installed in oftice, and will remain, if he 
should live, till the 4th of March, 1881. 
Nothing congress may say or do will 
be able te displace him. 

Secondly, while the discussion of his 
claims will do no good, it is manifestly 
calculated to do much harm. It wil] 
revive sectional asperity and strife, now 
aliayed, and lead to a legislative war in 
which the south has nothing to gain 
a’ d everything to lose. Our every in- 
terest depends on peace, and the man 
who seeks to disturb the present tran- 
qui ity is reckless of the best interests 
of the seuthern people. Whatever 
demovratic partisans from the northern 
states may be inclined to do, it is hoped 
that southern memb-rs will early give 
them to understand that they will re- 
ceive no aid from the south in ther 
course o: folly. 

In the third place, it is neither right 
nor politic, et this day and under the 
peculiar circumstances of the acminis- 
tration, for tne south to make war upon 
the president. Our senators and repre- 
sentatives were among the leaders in | 
concocting and enacting that special 
measure of law that 
election to the presidency, and we 
are in honor bound to submit s¢race- 
fuily to the result, however it may 
conflict with our wishes and 
our views as to what i3 right 
in itself and just to the American peo- 
ple. We proposed the arbitration, we 
yaveit the sanction of law, and we can 
not honorably contest the award. Be- 
lieving it was unfairly arrived at, we 
may eater our protest, and that we 
have done already; buc we can right~ 
fully go no further. Nor have we any- 
thing to gain on the score of policy 
from such a war. Up to this time, so 
far as his official acts are concerned, 
Mr. Hayes has done nothing that has 
not met the approval of the southern 
people. I have no hesitation in saying 
that so far asc nstitutional liberty and 
the restoration of leyit mate govern. 
ment in the southern states are con- 
cerned, Mr. Tilden could have dune nu 
more, nor could he t ave done what Mr. 
Hayes has done so effectually. He has 
done right and secured the acquiescence 
instead of the opposition of his own 
party, which gives stability and perma- 
nence to his measures and at the same 
time silences cavellers in the ranks of 
his own party. 

I have,therefore, as a southern demo- 
crat, no misgivings when I gay that 
so long as Mr. Haves shail pursue a 
policy that ends usurpation, restores 
constitutional rights to every state and 
people, and promotes harmony and 
good will throughout the union, it is 
the dutv of southern patriots of every 
name to hold up his a ms and not o 
make war upon him. A contrary course 
would be senseless, unjust, suicidal 
If we have a friend in the administra- 
tion, we cannot alfurd to fight him. 
Fight the party that nominated and 
failed to elect him, and against whose 
wickedness he has set his face and 
raised his arm. From him we have 
nothing to fear but everything to hope;

north of Demling’s store, and is in the 
second story of a frame building. The 
entrance to this temple of the heathen 
is sheltered by arude portico, and is 
reached by a short flight ot stairs. The 
doors stand open. Through them, 
shining dimly through the dayligh, are 
seen the candles burning on the altar. 
“Outside barbarians” may freely enter. 
A-cending the steps of the stairs, we 
are met by the odor of burning sandal- 
wood from the altar, mingled with that 
of the smoke of Chinese tobacco from 
the pipes of the loungers under the por- 
tico and in the doctor’s shop next 
door to the entrance to the temple. No 
worshipers are before the altar; none 
in the temple. A sleepy looking Chi- 
paman sits in the doorway (that leads 
into the apothecary shop, whose busi-« 
ness it appea’s to be to attend to the 
candies, flaring and guttering the life 
out of themselves on the altar, in the 
vain attempt to make the grim gods 
that sit behind !ook lovable. 

The “boss god” of the Joss-house 1s 
“bearded like the pard,’”’ and occupies 
the first place behiad the altar. A lit- 
tle in his rear are seated two other 
gods, grim-visaged and castin brorze, 
All about the trio ars peacock feathers 
in what look like exusverated bouquet- 
holders. A world .i tinsel things are 
under, over and around the places oc~ 
cupied by the feathers. Besides the 
three gods behind the altar are seen 
wo figuresin niches like little cup 
boards on each side. That on the lett 
hand is Choy Sun, the “rich man,” or 
rather the god of wealth. This image 
is richly arrayed in silken garments 
and profusely adorned with jewelry. 
To him the poor appeal,bewailing their 
poverty and asking his assistance on 
the way to wealth. The image on the 
right is Waa Too, the god of health, 
called by the Chinamen “the doctor.” 
He is shown iu the act of taking a dose 
of his own medicine, a thing our doc- 
tors seldomdo To him appeal those 
out of health. He hears their prayers, 
and the apothecary in the little drug 
store adjoining supplies the medicine 
and pockets the money therefor. A 
nice little arrangement it would seem. 

[n approaching the altar we pass be- 
tween two rows of battle axes of fan- 
tastic form, the heads of which are hol- 
low and serve as lamper or torches on 
certain occasions. The handles of these 
are red and about six feet long, and 
each has bound about it, just below its 
head, astreamer of scarlet cloth. 

[n this temple pray all the praying 
Chinese, whether friends or foes—Sam 
Sings or Hop Sings.

The casualties among 
the non-commissioned officers is an 
assurrance that they performed their 
duties faithfully and well. It is no 
wonder that the men with such hervice 
examples before them made one of the 
most gallant Indian fights of modern 
times, and madea record for the rem- 
nant of the noble old 7th infantry, that 
has been with us so long, that must 
ever cause a thrill of pride to every 
Montanian.

Our former articles under this 
head were mainly made up 
quotations from public docu 
ments. These quotations were some 
times long, perhaps tedious. We do 
not apologize. We desired to furnish 
the friends of Atlanta with the facts 
and at the same time to avoid a charge 
of making “garbled extracts.” 

That done we propose to discuss a 
few practical (questions. First, 
let us look at the ex 
pense of the removal of the capital 


The taw makes the following re- 
quirements : 

“The executive office shall be in the 
state house, at the seat of government. 
lf. from any cause, there is no state 
house, or it has to be abandoned, 
then at such place at the seat of govern- 
ment as the governor may direct, and 
not elsewhere, unless made necessary 
from invasion, insurrection, pestilence 
or rebellion. The governor shall reside 
at tha eeat of government during his 
term of oilice.’”—Code of 1873, section 


79.

the capitol to all ahccol who musgt hold 


in the absence of any legislative pro- 
vision, designate the purposes for 
which other rooms jare to be applied.” 
Tb. section 62. Those officers “who 
must hold their offices there” are the 
secretary of state,state treasurer,comp- 
troller general, state librarian, state 
school commissioner, attorney general, 
state geologist and commissioner of 
agriculture. And :the supreme court 
“shail sit at the seat of government,” 
is the language of the present consti~ 
tution, (Jb. section’ 5086,) and of the 
new constitution, article VI, section 
ll, paragraph 5. 

Therefore, so soon as it ehall have 
been ascertained thiat the vote was ip 
favor of removal td Milledgeville, the 
governor and every state-house officer, 
and the supreme court will be com- 
pelled to move to Milledgeville. 
The governor and siate-house officers 
could no longer legally act as such at 
Atlanta. The supreme court could no 
longer legally sit at) Atlanta. 

Moye they must, but how? We be- 
lieve the most earnest advocates of re~ 
moval in the late convention admitted 
that it would require ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000) to repair the state 
house 80 as to make it fit for occupation. 
The supreme court: could not sit with- 
out the library. I'he furniture cf the 
public offices and: the public records 
would be necessary at Milledgeville for 
proper attention to:business. To move 
all these would cos: much money; how 
much the reader can guess. We can 
only guess, for we have no data on 
which to base acaléulation. We moved 
but jittle from Milledgeville bere. The 
state bought new farniture, ete., which 
was shipped directly from the market 
to Atlanta. None can estimate such 
loss as will arise from misplacemrent of 
records, loss of papers, etc. 


Many other incidental expenses 
would arise, which-:cannot be foreseen, 
The governor could board until Novem 
ber of 1878, and so: we need not esti- 
mate repairs and refurnishing of the 
mansion as an expense absolutely nec- 
essary as a condition precedent to 
removal. The general assembly could 
appropriate money to pay his board 
when it meets in Movember, 1878. 

It is certain that'money, and that no 
small amount must be used to prepare 
for and carry out the removal. 
Whence is it to come? Not a dollar car 
be used unless it has been appropri- 
ated according to law. The governor 
cannot rely upon the contingent fund; 
for it is only sufficient to meet the 
usual current, incidental expendi- 
tures the ‘government. We 
cannot dodge the conclusion, 
that this matter of ‘expense and _ vari- 
ous troubles which will arise, when 
removal comes to be faced as a fact, 
will necessitate the calling of the gen~ 
eral asseinbly to mieet in Milledgeville 
next December or January, 


of 


Such extra session would cost hardly 
less than fifty thou and dollars, ($50 000) 
foritsown expenses. Jt might cest 
more. When it assembled it would 
perceive that the old mansion, unocen- 
pied tor ten vears, ‘needs repairs; that 
the furniture, such'as carpets, curtains 
and the like of the:new could not be 
made to fit the old aausion, and would 
be compelled to direct the sale of such 
furniture here at a sacrifice and appro- 
priate money for such repairs and new 
lurniture for Milledgeville. 


Again, the yoverhor would be obliged 
to tell the general assembly that he had 
not sufficient rooms in the o'd capitol 
to assign to the stafe house oflicers. He 
would be obliged to ramind them that 
that capitol was built when we had less 
than fifty counties,.and when our state 
was very small as: compared with its 
present proportions. He would have 
to tell them, as did Goy. Johnson in 
1855, the state houge must be “suitably 
enlarged.”” He would necessarily re- 
mind them of the report of the commit- 
tee of both houses .in 1855: ‘“That the 
present building is inadequate for the 
ends for which it was designed is ob- 
vious to the most snperficial observer, 
[t is lamentably defective in having no 
committee rooms and in the want of 
size of the represeltative chambers ’ 
He could but quote from  Goy. 
Johnson’s message of 1857: “ You will 
learn by painful experience that the 
legislative halls’’ (the halls of our fath- 
ers) “are voo small for the comtortable 
accommodation of :the legislature. I 
renew the recomméndation to enlarge 
the state house.” And, turning back to 
these records, madb by hands friendly 
to Milledgeville, the general assembly 
would tind staring in its face the stub- 
born fact that the lowest estimated ex- 
pense of euch enlargement ever made 
was ($100,000) one: bundred thousand 
dollars. This expense of enlargement 
must be met by appropriations. 


The friends of Milledgeville feel the 
pressure of this argument, and seek to 
meet it by saying: “ Sell the present 
mansion and capital, and with the pro- 
ceeds of them build a capitol which 
will be large ¢@nough.” Let ue 
look at that. ‘Is it wise’ to 
make a move which would 
compel putting so; large and valuable 
property on the market’ But few per 
sons could buy the mansion in Atlanta 
and of those few néne would except at 
a sacrifice. One able to buy such a 
house to live in could, for less money 
than it cost, build ohe more to his taste. 
Or if he wished to dwn it, knowing that 
the state must sel!, he would bide his 
time for making the purchase.

The state library of many thousands 
of books was put in a room 
in one corner, the floor of which is the 
ceiling of the senate chamber. It is 
about forty or tifty feet wide, and sev- 
enty or eighty long, and is supported 
by trussed beams above. This im- 
mense weight, at that point, caused a 
cracking of plastering, which has given 
our enemies the opportunity to cry out 
“danger.” But no one believed them. 
No oflice seeker has 
from pushing his way into the build 
ing, though densely packed ; no timid 
maiden has declined to accompany he!

our state. The larger the crowd the 
greater has been the proportion of of 
tice-seekers and.timid maidens. 

We believe that no candid man, ac~- 
quainted with all the facts, and know- 
ing the necessities of the state, if com- 
pelled to say which would best serve 
the public purposes, for years to come, 
the old the new state house, 
would hesitate to answer, the new.

The general principles of the reform 
sugested by the commissioners are in 
substance the establisiment of a ser- 
vice on the railroads having all the 
elements of permanence, including 
apprenticeships, regular promotion,and 
finally retiring pensions; a gradual and 
reasonable increase of-wages in each 
grade, based on the length of service, 
and finally the organization of a provi- 
dent fund, to be made up partly by 
contributions from the companies, and 
partly from yearly assessmeats of from 
one to twe per cent on the salaries of 
the employees. The cbject of this 
fund, if it follow that established by 
the French company, is “to secure 
proper medical attendance and his full 
income to the employee’ during 
sickness, and in case of death 
to provide for the funeral expenses, 
anda grant to the widow or children of 
assistance equal to the amount of four 
months’ pay.” In addition to this the 
French company has established a 
pension fund which entitles each of its 
employes toa retiring pension after a 
sei vice of twenty yeara—the pensions 
“amounting to from 50 to 75 per cent, 
of the highest salaries ever enjoyed by 
them.” The adoption of some such 
system as this, includiug a resort to 
arbitration when difficulties arise be- 
tween the corporations and employes» 
Mr. Adams evidently thinks would go 
very far toward promoting amicable 
relations between the railroad men 
and the corporations in whose service 
they are.

THE STATE ELKCIIONS. 

A well-informed Washington corres- 
pondent says that before and up tothe 
‘ime of the great railroad strikes no 
shrewd politicians of either party had 
the least doubt that Ohio and Pennsy!- 
vania would both go democratic this 
fall. Butin consequence of the con- 
vulsion into which the whole country 
was plunged in July last new elements 
have been brought into the politics of 
those as well as of other states. There- 
fore it is recognized now that the result 
in either is problematical, al-hougl, at 
this time, the chances seem to be in fa- 
vor of the republicans in both. In Obio 
particularly the republicans appear to 
be conscious of this, and have been 
making steady efforts to recover from 
the mistakes made in their platform 
and the first speech of Judge West, 
their nominee for governor, 

The president is taking an intense in- 
terest in the progress of the campaign, 
and during his stay in Ohio hisaim will 
be to go to the very verge of decorum 
in throwing his whole influence in be- 
half of the republican candidates. The 
‘ction of the president has alr. ady sub. 
jected him to some: criticism, but this 
will not deter him, as it is a matter of 
almost vital importance to him that he 
be sustained in his own state. 


THE ROZIER MURDER.

THE k postmaster yeneral r recently set- 
tled a very heated controversy over the 
postmastership at Water Valley, Miss., 
by the appointment of W. H. Brister, 
who 1s alleged by his opponent to be a 
‘‘Bourbon” democrat. The place is 
worth $1,500 per annum, and the con- 
testants were brister and a colored man 
named Booth, who was the deputy 
postmaster. Brister’s petition was orig- 
inally gotten up and addressed to Til~ 
den, and the heading was changed after 
Hayes was inaugurated. Booth’s peti-~ 
tion was signed by a hundred more 
persons than Brister’s, and half of them 
are said to be democrats. This is an- 
other case which the parties interested 
in declare they intend to make a fight 
on when the nominations come before 
the senate for action. 


Hon. James L. Sewarp, of Thomas, 
was Chairman of the convention com-~ 
mittee on the bill of rights, and no 
part of the new constitution has re- 
ceived greater or more deserved com- 
pliments than that which came under 
the supervision of the committee over 
which Colonel Seward presided. It is 
generally understood that General 
Toombs is the author of the bill ot 
rights, but those who know Colonel! 
Seward tind no difficulty in recognizing 
his handiwork in that particular por- 
tion of the instrument to which we 
have alluded. 


One of the most gratifying effects of 
the recent democratic success in Cali- 
fornia will be the remanding to a back 
seat after the fourth of March, 1879, of 
Senator Sargent. Mr. Sargent is one 
of the worst of that class of dangerous 
men brought to the surface by events of 
the war, but who, so fcriunate for 
the peace and well bein of the country 
are so rapidly sinking out of sight that 
in a few years the memory of them will 
be no more than a tradition.

WHEAT 

We hope the farmers of Georgia are 
preparing to put ina big crop this fall. 
Mr. Brewer, of Heard county, a very 
successful wheat grower, stated at the 
agricultural convention recently that 
the mistake is generally made in this 
section of sowing wheat too late; and 
that it should be sowed about the first 
of November. 

Begin now then to prepare the land 
and sow in good time. Let alarge area 
be planted; it cannot be overdone. 
We know not what the vicissitudes of 
another year, with wars and rumors of 
wars, may bring forth. Let us there 
fore raise a plenty of bread, and thus 
be‘prepared for whatever emergency 
may arise. 


SOW KYE 

Rye is our most important green 
food crop for stock during winter and 
spring. Now is tae time tosow it. 
Good preparation and a moderate 
manuring should be giventhe land, but 
a high fertility ofthe soilis not neces- 
sary as for barley. Rye may be cut or 
pastured till April, after which a fine 
crop may be made for harvesting, or it 
may be turned under for green manure 
andthus furnish an excellent fertilizing 
material of great benefit to the land. 
There is no better winter pasturage 
than that afforded by rye, and all 
stock thrive on it astonishingly. Every 
farmer should have a field of it, and 
every person in cities or towns, who 
keeps a horse or milch cow, should put 
a patch, if but afew equare rods, in 
rye—and this is the very time to do it. 

Tue California Farmer speaks of the 
many changes in fariners’ prospects 
which have preyailed in that state dur- 
ing the past season, and the great fiuc- 
tuations which the market value of 
products has undergene, It also says 
that many farmers are in straightened 
circumstances, caused chiefly by hold- 
ing Over their grain, but it does not ad- 
mit that the crop is as short as is gen~ 
erally reported. In the last issue which 
has just reached us, bearing date Au- 
gust 23, the Farmer says: 

Afier all that has been said of the 
drouth this year, it will be seen that 
California will show a grand harvest in 
all the varied productions of the soil. 
The grain crop we again assert will be 
much larger than even its friends an- 
ticipated, we have enough to load every 
ship in our harbor, and it would be a 
wise move, if this could be done now.

THE PRODUCTION CF HEALTHY TREES 
must be the aim of the grower. The 
only rational method is to select healthy 
seedlings and graft upon these such 
varicties as are desired. Never planta 
tree grown from a layer, cutting or 
sucker, or grafted upon a root, cutting 
or upon pieces of limbs, dwarf pear 
and apple trees being the only excep 
tion.s Such trees may thrive for awhile 
and give e some fruit. but their c+treer is 
short and consequent failure certain. 

SELECTIONIOF VARIETIES, 

The apple and peach have given such 
a large number of sub-varieties as to 
almost compel the professional fruit 
vrower to reduce ra'her than increase 
the list. Yet, where 50 many good va- 
rieties are to be had, it is difficult to 
arrive ata satisfactory select number, 
one that will suppiy the wants of every 
one and every section. Fruit lists may 
be recommended for general cultiva~ 
tion by pomological societies, but each 
fruit-grower will find that these lisis, 
although intended for the good of all, 
need modifying to suit his particular 
locality. Hence, as one acquires ex- 
perience in the pursuit, so will he se- 
lect the most desirable varieties suited 
to his soil, lccality and purpose. 

One great fault with most fruit grow- 
ers who look to pecuniary returns, is 
the cultivatiag of too many varieties. 

The fruit market has peculiar de- 
mands. These the fruit-grower must 
aim to supply, notwithstanding that 
these demanus may seem unreasunaple 
in some cases. The farmer aud ama- 
teur who looks to bis fruitstrees as a 
source for increased comforts, health 
and pleasure,is not restricted to the ne- 
cessities of the market fruit-grower, and 
can cultivate as many varieties as he 
desires. But the latter must remain 
within the limiis of such fruits as com. 
mand a ready sale and combine fruit- 
fulness with size and quality. 

li fruit is grown for market one should 
first of all study the peculiar demands 
of the locality where he intends dis 
posing of his products. If the market 
iga northern one, early varieties of the 
several classes of fruits should be plant 
ed. If nearer home the mid season and 
Jate ripening varieties should form a 
large proportion of the orchard If fruit 
is needed tor drying, or distilling, or 
canning, then only a few of such varie- 
ties as have proved most desirable for 
these purposes should be depended 
upon. 

Again if for market always have 
reference to their carrying capaci!ly and 
marketable qualities rather than to su 
perior eating merits. By marketabl, 
qualities is understood the merit of be 
iag a wellknown sort, or one whose 
appearance of form, size and color is at- 
tractive and will command a ready sale. 
Quality in most instances is a secondary 

consideration; carrying and keeping 
qualities are aiso main requisites, A 
fruit should be of such texture as to 
stand a little rough handling and keep 
some time after being r ceived by the 
fruit dea'e. tlerce weolien finda 
pear or peacu or apple of second quality 
so far as eating is concerned, but which 
can be brought to market in an @itrac- 
tive co. dition and bring a better price 
than another variety of better quality, 
but whose appearance and color is not 
go much in its favor. A Bartlett pear 
will always bring morein the New 
York market thana Be'le Lucrative, 
although the latter on point of quality 
isa superior, but it lacks the color and 
appearance of the former and above all 
its well-known name. Some varieties 
although of superior quality and unsur- 
passed Jor home consumption like the 
early barvestjapple, Amelia peach, etc, 
are worthless as market fruits if they 
have to be carried to a long distance. 
The texture of the skin is so deiicate as 
to damage the fruit uniess more care- 
fully handled than in the usual rule. 

Again we must study the texture and 
quality of our soil as well as the local - 
(y, as every variety of fruit does not 
succeed equally well in all soils. 

In planting an orchard for home con- 

sumption and where the sale of fruits 

is not an object, it is prudent to give 
winter keeping fiuit the preference. If 

too mapy varieties of early and mid 

season are planted, an over supply may 

take place at times, especially if the 


’ fruits are of a favorable nature, but of 


winter ep, les there is al ways a scarcity. 
Our farmers of middie and upper Geor- 
gia should supply our markets with fall 
pears aod winter apples, and thus stop 
the heavy drain of our money, which 
has of late years flowed in a steadily 
increasing channel into the hands of 
California peir growers and northern 
apple orchardists. 

PRIDUCTION OF NEW VARIETIES 


As stated before, although our list of 
good fruits is already very large and 
need weeding over carefully, or still 
lac< certain clesses of fruits to fill up 
x p3 now existing in our regular succes- 
siun of maturity, we need home orig 
inated fall and winter pears perhaps 
more than any other class of fruits. 
It would be most desirab'e to brighten 
our season of bunch grapes. Laie 
ripening varieties that could be kept 
until winter would add greatly to our 
already rich store of varieties. Again 
among our apples, peaches and grapes, 
we have well defined types which 
promise valuable improvements to the 
careful cultivator; these types although 
numberivg sub varieties of supe?io: 
fruits, can still be improved by care 
and a little method in the manner of 
proceeding. 

The are two methods by which we 
may arrive at this result ‘ihe firs 
being the easiest in its working, but 
slowest in its ultimate results, is the 
natural prc gressive method of im} ove: 
ment. ILhis is simply defin d :s fol- 
iOWB: 

To select and sow the most mature 
seed of our good fruits, and by contin- 
uing to select the best and healthiest 
seedlings from each successive gevera- 
tion until as near a degree of perfection 
is attained as nature will allow. 

This was the favorite method of Van 
Mons, Esperen, G:e.oi e, Dr. Kirtland 
and other patient experimenters, t 
whose patient labors we owe most of 
our best pears, cherries and plume. 
But the method has passed away and 
is no longer admissible in this age of 
steam and electricity. We want some 
thing faster and surer. 

The old method is expensive, tedious, 
and not always certain. We have two 
great principles to depend upon in this 
method—tirst, inheritance and rever 
sion. By inheritance we expect to pro 
duce fruits resembling their parents 
more or less, but by our caretul selec- 
tion of the seedlings we endeavor to 
retain the most desirable qualities aud 
eliminate any tendency to inferiori‘y ; 
thus our select seedlings should possess 
every requisite of health, yigor, quality 
apd size of fruitand a marked degree 
of improvement ‘upon its immediate 
parent. In combining these merits we 
may expect the seedling to possess the 
power of transmission and arrive at 
permanent improvement. 

Unfortunately a carefully studied and 
partially successful experiment is often 
suddenly arrested by the law of rever- 
sion which is a sudden throwing back 
to the original starting point of the 
partially improved and sometimes near. 
ly perfect secdling. Although the fruit 
which produced the new tree may have 
been as pear perfection as admissible, 
still the offspring prcduces nothing but 
a small, acid and umatable_ fruit. 
Science has, in a manner, accounted fo: 
this in various ways. The typeof fruit 
may have lost by variation some of its 
primitive characteristics which sudden- 
ly reapjear. Again, some pareat fruit 
may have been crossed bv the pollen 
of a distant fruit, and this dormant 
form reappear suddenly. These are 
extremely nice points lor investigation, 
oud will eve:tuially give abundant 
m iterial to scientific cuitivators. One 
thirfg, however,is positive and immuta- 
ble, although lost sight of by most 
writers upon vegetable physiology, is 
he law of self-preservation, which is 
alo one of the causes of reversion. 

We have this as a most palpable dem- 
on t ation -in the last gevneration olf 
Vau Mons ’pear seedlings, from which 
the most valuable resulis were antici-~ 
p ted, the previous generations having 
pr duced almost perfect pears bnt 
trees of weakened organism. The last 
generaiion of seedlings produced either 
most vigorous t.ees, with small foliage 
and nu'nerous thorns, and fruit scarcely) 
different from the little wild choke 


pearance, but of such weakened consti- 
Lution as to cause death at first produc 

tion of fruit.. It is thus plain that re~ 
version is often the result of one oi 
these undiscernible laws which nature 
promulgates for the preservation ol 
natural species. To go to a certain 
point of improvement in fruit is possi- 
ble; beyond that the extreme periec- 
tion of the fruit must bring decay to 
the tree, hence, we must not expect in 
our fruits any more superior merits 
than is allotted to the animal kingdom 
LO attain, 

The second method of improving 
our fruit is by cross fertilizing or hy- 
bridiziug, and this is more in accord 
with the applicatioa of the principles 
of science. By resortiog to this method 
we can combine the health and vigor 
of one variety of fruit with the large 
size, fine appearacce and five quality 
of the fruit of another; or we may 
biend tue eariy maturity of one {fruit 
with the larger size and tuperior color 
of another, thus giving vaiuable new 
fruits to the world. Hybridizing is, 
however, connected with many diaw- 
backs; it rcquires full kuowledge of the 
structure ot the flowers of our [ruil 
trees; Or, in other words, the princi-~ 
ples viSvegetabie phvsio.ogy must be 
familiar to the hybriuizer. She opera- 
tlou must be perio:rmed at a given Lime, 
neither before or after a certain phase 
of the inflorescence. Ii the operation 
is performed too early, it will nut suc 
ceed, neither wust the organs oO} repro 
duction be too far gone. Above ail 
things, one must careiuily guard against 
all possibility of incidental impregna 
tion by insects, wind or other causes. 
[tf the flower is net properly protected 
against these sccidents, artificial iw- 
piegnation is uasuccessful. Many ofl 
our good fruis show unmistakable 
signs of being hybrids, alth: uzh pro- 
duced without artificial aid ; .nis ac- 
counts {ir the great v: riation existing 
in peach oicherds planted from the 
seed of perhaps one variety of peach. 
[he flowers which produced the fruit 
for planing Lai ben promiscu- 
vusly hybridized with the pollen «f 
o.her and very distant varieties. Hence 
we often find a _ white free 
s.one peach wiil produce a yellow 
cling-stone, or the seed of a very early 
peach will be the parent ofa very iate 
one. By aidivg nature with judicious 
efforts, we may eventuaily expect to 
reach as uear a point of perfection as 
isal,ted to attain ; and the best re- 
suis tor improvemeut should be ex- 
p: cled from this method. 

Another source of production of new 
Varieties, but which is mainly caused 
by accidental cross fertilizing, is the 
cecasional discovery of superior chance 
seedling fruits. This has heretofore 
been Our main reliance in securing our 
fine fruits. We can multiply the chan- 
ces of adding valuab.e kinds to our list 
by working carefully upon cross im- 
pregnation. We need not depend up- 
on chance to give us good results, but 
We can take a Certain strain in our 
peaches, apples or grapes, and improve 

this with using the proper care. A 
little forethought and knowledge ap 
plied in the right channel, will ia the 
future, reward the progressive fruit 
grower wiih varieties of fruits whose 
value may become the source oi untold 
resuits. 

Many other important topics might 
be mentioned in connection with tuis 
inexhaustible subject, but I nave al- 
ready overreached the limits of an es- 
say whose object is to elicit free discus- 
sion and uoselfish i t2rehange of 
thought.

Upon these facta and many other circumstan- 
ces, too tedious to delail, managed sagaciously 
by Moneghan, the nien were put upon trial, 
and aftera long hearing were convicted of mur- 
der; at least Griggs and Lovett were. An ap- 
peal was made to the supreme court, but it, on 
last Tuesday week, a-Tirmed the judgment of the 
eourt below.

He deserves the greatest credit for 
working the matter up, and his shrewdness and 
sagacity will add to his already national reputa- 
tiov as a detectiv..
